William O. Rradley camo 
luinie a few minutes last week to see 
to .some imp.jrtant busines.s, and made 
hot tracts bade t(> Frankfort, where 
he is employed in the contest cases. 
Thk Ri:< ni{i) iiad a .short talk with 
him, and learned tliat while he would 
locate here for "a while, yet bis per> 
manent residence bad not been decided 
upon. He lias bad several flattering 
offers to practice law in the large 
cities, bul^ has not yet Jiad time to 
think over the matter. Ha tells us 
that be comes away from Frankfort 
several thousand dollars worse off 
than when he went. The office pays a 
small salary, one is required to do 
much entertaining, and no governor 
has yet been able to make Ixitli ends 
meet during the term. He sp'-aks in 
the highest terms of the Frankfort 
people and says he has some very 
warm friends t here, and will always 
reiii' inber thrir many kindnesses and 
courtesies. As (larrard is proud of her 
son, TiiK Rkcouu deems it wise to 
give a brief synopsis of (lov. Hradley's 
work. He had more dillicult problems 
to handle than any governor who has 
(K-cupied the chair. Toll gate raiding, 
mountain fued, a disgraceful session 
of tlie legislature, and Bumy other 
matters which bad never eome up in 
previous years, were brought before 
him. As to bow well be bandied them, 
the pe(q;de are to be judge, and they 
should make their verdict as dtizens, 
and not as politicians. In his address 
at the inauguration of Gov. Taylor, 
(iov. Rradley .said amongother things: 

'"The present administration came 
into power under the most adverse 
circumstances For the first time in its 
history Kentucky elected a R;'p»bli- 
can ticket.

In the mt air.vhile by economy and 
g(jod management t!ie credit of the 
State lias been restored, current ex- 
penses have iH'en promptly met. every 
dollar of tbe*1.717.(H)0 paid and today 
we have in the treasvry .$1.1(X».000. 
This is more than sutlicirnt to litiui- 
date ^.".oo.ooo <,f bnnds issued bv the 
present administration and the $500,- 
000 issued by our predecessors. The 
State debt, except educational and 
and college bonds, which are not re- 
deemable, but on which interest is 
semi-annual paid, has been paid, and 
Kentucky is todsy practically out of 
debt. • * • 

The common school Interest have 
been carefully guarded, and despite 
many dilliculties. arising by reason of 
the decisions of the Court of Appeals, 
w liicli reduced the revenues, the per 
cajuta of the first year has been stead- 
ily advanced, and this, too, although 
needful legislation was denied. The 
expenses of the various department of 
government have been deomsed and 
not one cent has been misan^o^lat- 
ed. * • * 

Every elTort has been made to en- 
force the law and preserve the public 
peace, and it is cause (or supreme re- 
gret that, in the closing days of the 
administration, an excited but ordin- 
arily order-loving people should have 
brought reproaclie to the good name 
of the State. My countrymen, the 
sooner we learn that peaceful and 
prosperious citizens will not come 
among us as long as we show contsmpt 
for courts, and take the law into our 
hands, the better it will be f(tr the 
advancement of the Commonwealth.

Today, this administration passes in 
to history, and I trust may beapproved 
by the calm and deliberate judgement 
of the people.

I gave the pledge 
that I w(tuld do the right as God en- 
abled me, to see the right, and would 
be (Jovernor of all the people. This I 
have faithfully attempted to do, and 
can truthfully say that I have the ap- 
proval of my oonsdence. No Execu- 
tive of this Stete has encountered so 
much of storm and so little of sun- 
shine; so much of grave responsibility 
and .so little of peace and rest.

I now lay down the burden that I 
have borne f(»r four years with a pro- 
found pleasure, only regretting that 
another must take it up.
